Griffith Creates a New Film Comedian 


D. W. Griffith has created another comedy 
character in his latest screen sensation “One 
Exciting Night,” a United Artists release 
coming next Monday and Tuesday to the 
local Theatre, that at once takes rank with 
his other great comedy characters. 

It was “The Little Disturber” in “ Hearts 
of the World,” according to students of 
psychology, who started the flapper craze in 
America. With her tam o’ shanter, knee 
skirts and independent roguish manner. 
The Little Disturber became a living charact- 
er in America pute: 

This time Mr. Griffith has taken a negro 
character to mould into a living being that 
everyone immediatel recognizes, likes in- 
tensely and laughs with him. 

The player to whom this fortunate chance 
came is Porter Strong, and the new char- 
acter is “‘ Romeo,” a good-natured black man, 
human and likeable, with all the weaknesses 
at which humanity loves to laugh, and 
virtues that make him one that everyone 
likes also.

He is 
a graduate of the old minstrel companies, 

laying with many of the great names of old. 
He was born in St. Joseph, Missouri, and as 
a youngster began entertaining his family 
with imitations of negro people. 

Mr. Griffith also was born in the South, 
near Louisville, Kentucky; having had a 
pickaninny for his first playmate. He under- 
stands the negro with the profound clearness 
with which he views all humanity and with 
the further advantage of a life long associa- 
tion with them in all their picturesque 
variety. 

Before beginning work on “One Exciting 
Night” Mr. Griffith spent nearly a week with 
Strong outlining the character he wished to 
develop. It was to be a negro who loved ease 
of life and shunned unpleasant labors as 
everyone is inclined to do. His dress was to 
be typical, his walk the unaffected slouch at 
labor and the spruce parade of public ap- 
pearance. 

He was to be a negro that everyone has 
seen thousands of times, yet so individual the 
world was but meeting him for the first time. 

And the result was “Romeo,” the quiz- 
zical, natural, likeable character who prompt- 
ly expresses all the feelings and weaknesses 
which people try to control and. keep to 
themselves. 

When ‘‘Romeo” makes love, he does it 
with an abandon that suggests all the love- 
making of all time. When he is frightened,

Piedmont Quartet at South Church 


A quartet from Piedmont college, De- 
morest, Georgia, gave a concert Sunday 
night at the South church and sang sacred 
songs, folk songs and southern melodies in a 
delightful manner. Violin solos were ren- 
dered by Russell Locke. 

The story of the work of the college, in 
which the South church is particularly 
interested since one of its members is a 
worker there, was told by Leslie Brown, one 
of its students. 

The members of the quartet are: Leslie 
Brown, first tenor; Russell Locke, second 
tenor and violinist; Martin Stinecipher, 
first bass; Jesse Stinecipher, second 
These boys are all members of the junior 
class at the college and are touring the north- 
eastern states in order to procure funds for 
their alma mater. 

The first numbers were sacred music. 
“The King of Love” and “The Way of the 
Cross.” 

The next two were southern melodies, 
“Carry Me Back to Old Virginny” and 
“In the Evening by Moonlight,’ Mr. 
Brown and Mr. Locke sang “Art Thou

Martin Stinecipher singing the words and 
the other members of the quartet imitating 
a banjo accompaniment.

Leslie Brown gave a short talk on what the 
college stands for in the South, saying that 
it was the ony college in that vicinity where a 
see boy could work his way. Tuition, fees, 

ard and everything but books cost only 
$259 per pupil a year, and there is very little 
to deren on in the way of endowments for 
salaries. He said that the boys were touring 
the East in the hope of paying off the 
teachers their full salaries by the end of this 
school year. 

Piedmont college is in the foothills of the 
Blue Ridge mountains, and is delightfully 
located. The college is for the mountain 
whites of this region, those people who in 
Revolutionary days went into the moun- 
tains and have since been secluded. The 
mountain whites are pure American stock, 
but are the most illiterate people in the 
United States, very little having been done 
for them until within the past few years. 
Piedmont college was founded by Dr. C. C. 
Spence, a Methodist preacher of the south, 
and a son of the old slave-holding aristocracy. 
The mountain whites at the time of the Civil 
war were worse off than the negro slaves and 
were treated with contempt whenever they 
made their appearance in the towns of the 
south. 

The college in meeting practical needs, 
secured land and databilabed truck gardens, 
dairy, cannery and piggery, began to put out 
orchards and established a dozen or more 
industries by which students may earn their 
way. 

The college is co-educational, with a very 
nearly equal division of the sexes. Its 
students come from many states, fourteen 
now being represented in its student body. 
About equal numbers come from the moun- 
tains and the lowlands, and practically all are 
from the sturdy stock of the rural south. A 
New England pastor visiting one of the 
feeders of Piedmont college in the lowlands 
wrote of the school: “‘The number of six- 
footers there is unreasonable.’ 

Piedmont is not a class college, as its 
students come from all classes; but it is 
shaping its plans and giving its efforts 
chiefly to the reaching of the youth of the 
rural south as they are found in the mountain 
cabins and in the homes of the small farms. 
It gets the earnest, the eager and the aspiring 
from these homes, and the educational 
achievements in both intellect and character 
are amazing. 


It is a college unique in spiritual power, 
strong in its intellectual work, practical in its 
methods of giving opportunity, vigorous in 
supplying the needs and possibilities of an 
unequaled field, doing and ready to do a 
work of training in citizenship and leadership 
whose value to the nation cannot be estimat- 
ed. It challenges the friends of Christian 
education and those who believe in develop- 
ing the manpower of this nation, to support in 
a worthy way its efforts to supply these 
hitherto unsupplied needs. 

An ofertory was taken for the expenses of 
the boys and pledge cards were distributed 
to those who wished to help in the work of 
Piedmont by giving larger sums later on.

An Insidious Practice 


The town is called to its first special 
meeting of the year next Tuesday 
ostensibly to discuss the appropriation 
of several hundred thousand dollars for 
the construction of a public school. The 
discussion of the three articles which 
cover this appropriation will presum- 


ably be a cut and dried affair. The 
question involved has already been 


submitted to a town meeting, has re- 
ceived the consideration of the towns- 
people and has been voted upon. Tues-| 
day’s meeting is called for the purpose 
of giving the town permission to ea 
the necessary moneys outside the debt 
limit to proceed with the construction as 
outlined, it being first necessary to 
obtain the permission of the state before 
such borrowing can be accomplished. 
This step has already been taken. ‘The 
action at the regular meeting in March, 
authorized the town to petition the 
state for such permission, while Tues- 
day’s action, if it is positive, will permit 
the town to actually borrow the money 
and/proceed with, the work. 


But the warrant contains six other 
articles, one of which, the ninth, is the 
usual addendum to every warrant. 
The other five represent the results of a 
peculiarly insidious practice which has 
crept into the town’s affairs in the last 
few years, that of introducing a number 
of small, comparatively inconspicuous 
articles, some of them containing 
appropriations, into just such a warrant 
as will be considered Tuesday, where the 
main points of discussion are liable to be 
mere technicalities and? where they 
present no great issue. It is hard to 
discriminate between the good and the 
bad in such a situation, yet it is un- 
deniably true that any article calling for 
an appropriation, whether it be large or 
small, should receive the consideration of 
more of the town’s voters than are 
usually present at a special meeting 
called for a definite purpose. It is 
undoubtedly unfair to the sponsors of 
any of the five articles, to suggest that 
these articles are being submitted to a 
special meeting with the hope that they 
will meet with better success than they 
might at a regular meeting. Yet the 
fact remains that the appropriation of a 
large sum of money in one lump, such as 
occurs at the yearly meeting, tends to 
make the meeting more cautious in its 
inspection of special articles than it 
might be at a special meeting. Com- 
pared to our annual appropriation, 
$15,000 is truly a small drop in a flowing 
bucket, yet it represents an addition of 
more than a dollar to our already mount- 
ing tax rate, and there is still time for 
several more special meetings before the 
end of the year. 

The Townsman does not wish to 
join the ‘‘calamity howlers.””. Their 
ranks are already filled to overflowing. 
But it would seem a wise thing to take 
such action on the articles presented as 
would at least tend to destroy the idea 
that special town meetings are held for 
the purpose of discussing leftovers from 
the regular meeting. It would be a 
pleasure to be able to record that the 
attendance and interest at a special 
meeting in every way equalled that of the 
regular meeting, but the plain fact is, 
that unless some subject is under dis- 
cussion which is a matter of general 
controversy throughout the town, special 
meetings do not “ brina ‘em out.” 

Article 4 asks for an appropriation of 
£9000.00 for the reconstruction — of 
Haverhill street from Main street to 
the railroad bridge. There is no 
question about the need for this work. 
Haverhill street has been in a more 
disgraceful condition than almost any 
other thoroughfare in the town, since 
the beginning of construction in Shaw- 
sheen Village. Difficult of travel in dry 
weather, it is a mucky mess after even a 
slight) rainfall. Tt) receives as much 
travel as any street in the town at the 
present time, and its condition cannot 
help but hinder the progress of con- 
struction work. Yet there was no call 
for new construction on it at the 
regular meeting. Surely its condition 
cannot have become much worse in the 
last three months, else it: would have 
been closed as an impassable street. It 
has been suggested that the town favor

The Townsman covered the question 
of garbage removal fully in its last issue 
but it does not heSitate to say that 
Article 8 comes equally within bounds 
prescribed for the four articles above. 
Under ordinary circumstances,  dis- 
cussion of the situation belongs pri- 
marily in a regular meeting. The 
Board of Health has been endeavoring 
to get some action on the question 
of town disposal for several years, but it 
may be safely stated that at no time has 
the situation been such a serious one for 
those who have not the facilities of a 
spade and a large back yard, as it is

Mrs. Low in founding 
Lowthorpe in 1901 opened up to the women 
of the United States the profession of land- 
sca) ooemagiarcae — ae woman past 
eighty years of age, she seen women 
lenciecae architects go out from Lowthorpe 
to design gardens and the grounds of beauti- 
ful estates throughout the paws 8 

Mrs. Low is a great-granddaughter of 
Benjamin Bussey, who founded Bussey 
Institute, and who gave the land for the 
Arnold Arboretum in Boston. While 
English women had established schools for 
horticulture such as the famous one under 
the patronage of Mrs. Warwick, it was left 
for Mrs. Low to go a step further and open 
a school of landscape gardening for women. 
A school of horticulture and gardening for 
women was opened in 1895 near Berlin, 
Germany. This German school, like the 
English schools, did not include the creative 
work required at the first American school of 
landscape architecture for women. 

The care of garden and greenhouse, the 
study of native trees and shrubs, free, hand 
and m ical drawing and lectures by 
specialists all lead up to the actual designing 
of gardens and the laying out of estates. 
The graduates for their theses draw original

New York.—Temperatures as high 
as 114 degrees Fahrenheit, registered 
with the ald of a hot-water bottle by 
Miss Evelyn Lyons, who fooled the 
doctors of her home town, Escanaba, 
Mich., for more than two weeks, are 
actually recorded sometimes in cases 
of sunstroke, according to local med- 
{cal authorities, who explain that the 
patient always dies within four or five 
hours unless the temperature is re 
duced. Uysterical temperature or 
thermal ataxia. occasionally will run 
as high as 108 or 110 degrees without 
giving permanent Injury, according to 
some medical textbooks. 

The young woman of Escanaba was 
described us a “hysterical malingerer” 
by Dr. Morris Fishbein, editor of the 
Journal of the American Medical As- 
sociation, who Investigated her strange 
case and exposed her deception. It 
was found that Miss Lyons was run- 
ning a slight temperature, due prob- 
ably to injuries she igs said to have 
received in an automobile accident. 
Miss Lyons’ case suggests the cases 
of the “fasting girls’—found as far 
back as the Middle Ages—whose de- 
ceptions, usually the result of hys- 
terla, convinced many learned men 
of their time that they were able, with 
the aid of some mysterious power, to 
live for long periods without eating. 

Hysteria, In the opinion of many 
medical authorities, is certain to be 
accompanied by mental changes, in 
some cases disclosing only a lack of 
balance and will power, the partial 
loss of memory, or in other cases re- 
curring melancholy. sudden emotional 
outbursts, Icss of Judgment and disre- 
gard of truth, One of the marked 
symptoms of the affliction is a crav- 
Ing for sympathy. 

The last two symptoms were the 
basis for the strange actions of the 
‘fasting girls" and self-mutilating 
martyrs, as well as of persons who 
sometimes pretended they were suf- 
fering from paralysis, tumor, stone in 
the bladder, and who often were eager 
to submit to surgical operations. 

The story of wu nun at Leicester 
who was said to have taken no nour- 
ishment for seven years, yet preserved 
her strength and health, attracted the 
aftention of flugh. bishop of Lincoln 
In 1225. He assigned 15 clerks to ob- 
serve the subject without relaxing 
their vigil. When the clerks reported 
to the bishop that they had followed 
his instructions and had found that 
the nun took no food, the bishop said 
he was convinced of the genuineness 
of the nun's claims. 

Grew Without Eating. 

“One of the most striking cases in 
the early part of the modern era was 
that of Margaret Weiss, a girl of ten 
years who lived at Rode, a small town 
near Spires. A history of the case of 
the Httle girl was left by Geraldus 
Bucoldianus, whose patient she was. 
The girl was said to have taken no 
food or drink for three years, during 
which time she continued to grow, to 
walk obout, laugh and enjoy herself 
"ke other normal children of her own 
ace. She was said to have suffered 
greatly from hysteria during the first 
year, 

The child played her part so well 
that she was sent home to her friends 
by order of the king after she had 
heen watched persistently and = de- 
clared to be no dissimulator by Doctor 
Bieoldianus and the parish priest. 

“Doctor Bueoldinnus appears to 
have been somewhat staggered,” says 
Dr, William A. Hammond in his book 
on “Fasting Girls," for he asks very 
nértinently: “Whence comes the sani- 
mal heat. since she neither eats nor 
drinks, and why does the body grow 
when nothing goes into it?” 

Symptoms of the “fasting girls’ 
varied. and there were some who were 
reported to have been marked In aA 
miraculous manner with the wounds 
received by Christ at Crucifixion. One 
of the most recent cases of  ab- 
aftnence from food with stigmitization 
waa reported widely about six months 
neo In some of the newspapers of 
Now York city. 

While temperatures fluctuate widely 
in the case of women who are afflicted 


with hysteria, the highest tempera- 
tures usually found are accompant- 
monts of inflammatory rheumatism 


nnd malariol fever, in addition to sun 
stroke. The limit of human endur 
ance is usually reached when the teim- 
perature reaches 106 or 107 degrees 
and stnys there for any length of 
tlme, nccording to Dr. Samuel W. 
Lambert. who has served as attend. 
ing physician at some of the leading 
hospitals of New York, and as pro- 
fessor of thernpeuties and dean of 
the College of Physicians and = Sur- 
geons of Columbia university. 

Doctor Lambert believed the case 
of the Escanaba girl fraudulent when 
It was brought to his attention three 
days before Miss Lyons was exposed. 

Guessed the Reason. 

“A hot-water bag in the bed will 
often send the thermometer up,” was 
the first observation on her case made 
hy Doctor Lambert, who added: “The 
temperature will go to 114 degrees in 


eaves of sunstroke, but the patient 
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will die within a few hours unless 
the temperature is reduced. 

“I have seen temperatures rise to 
110 degrees in cases of inflammatory 
rheumatism, but the patient always 
died. In cases of that kind the tem- 
perature rises very suddenly and 
death quickly follows. Temperatures 
will run as high as 107 degrees in 
cases of malarial fever, but they 
come right down again. Otherwise 
the issue is fatal.” 

The mean average temperature of 
man is 98.4 degrees by mouth. His 
temperature ts marked by daily varia- 
tions, the lowest point usually being 
reached from two to four o'clock in 
the morning and the highest after eat- 
ing. The normal range is less than 
2 degrees. Death usually follows 
temperatures below 80 degrees and 
nbove 106, but variations from 75 de- 
grees to 112 have been recorded 
where the patients survived. 

Compared with the mean average 
temperature of 93.4 degrees in man 
some of the lower animals show mark- 
edly higher temperatures, The spar- 
row, for instance, has a temperature 
of 110. The temperature of the horse 
varies from 99 to 100 degrees, the ox 
100 to 101, the cow 101 to 102, sheep 
104 to 105, the dog 100 to 101, the 
cat 100, the pig 101 to 108, the rab- 
bit 101 to 107, and the duck-bill 
platypus 76 degrees. The hen has a 
temperature of 106 to 109 and the 
duck 107 to 110. ; 

Of diseases In general fever is one 
of the most common accompaniments, 
Temperatures in excess of normal are 
largely caused by toxic poisoning, al- 
though in some cases fever is caused 
by nervous shock. In children’s dis- 
eases high temperatures may develop 
suddenly and subside rapidly. In ty- 
phoid fever, for many years one of 
the most dreaded diseases, the tem- 
perature at first ragisters from 104 to 
105 in the evening and 108 to 104 in 
the morning. In he second and third 
weeks the daily range is comparative- 
ly small.

DEAR TO HEART OF INDIAN 


; Horses and Calico Always Among the 


Gifts Exchanged After Cere- 
monia! Visit Ie Over. 

Horses are always considered among 
Indians the very finest present that 
can be given, and following a visit of 
one tribe to another, as the homeward 
trek is in progress, each Indian family 
will have several leading behind, pres- 
ents from their late hosts, The Pon- 
cas Otoes, Pawnees, Cheyennes and 
Several other of the plains tribes, use 
a spring wagon and 2 team with 
which to travel about the country, 
and in the warmer months of the year 
it is not unusual to encounter long 
strings of these going on a visit to 
some other tribe. 

Bolts of gaily colored calico con- 
stitute the popular gift, whenever an 
entertainment of any kind is being 
given the Indian by white persons. It 
matters not what the other presents 
may be, there are always many bolts 
of calico, and these are always grate- 
fully received and appreciated. 

It has been the custom of many of 
the tribes for centuries for the squaws 
to carry their papooses on their back, 
with the babies strapped to boards and 
then placed upright over the women’s 
shoulders. Calico is always wrapped 
around boards which happen to be 
about the right length for papoose car- 
riers. In the old days when the traders 
bartered belts of calico for pelts the 
Squaws immediately grabbed these 
boards on which the cloth was bound, 
for their infants, and this custom is 
followed to the present day. In fact, 
the squaws visit the merchants in Pon- 
ca City and other towns where the 
Indians trade, and have all of the 
boards saved for this particular pur- 
pose, 


WOULD CHANGE THE WORLD 


Chemist’s Assertion That He Can Ob- 
tain Hydrogen From Water Is 
Most Important. 

Germans have dreamed a lot of 
things, or have been reported as 
dreaming a lot of things in chem- 
ical discovery since the war ended. 
If a Munich chemist has found a 
way of getting cheap hydrogen from 
water, and has patented it, his patent 
might be said to be worth enough to 
pay all Germany's reparations. 

This is chemistry’s crock of gold. All 
around us is water in unlimited supply. 
Two-thirds of that water is the hottest 
burning gas we know of. Professor 
Einstein is right in asserting that fuel 
conditions the world over would be 
revolutionized if water could be inex- 
pensively transmuted into its oxygen 
and hydrogen. 

We spend immense sums for coal, 
anthracite and bituminous, dug out of 
deep mines by strenuous toil, carried 
at large expense in railroad cars to our 
cities, trucked to our individual coal 
bins with more expense. Hydrogen 
gas would do its work better in 
every way, both for factory and home 
use. And instead of working to ex- 
haust a fixed supply, already esti- 
mated, we should take nothing from 
nature that would not be restored. The 
hydrogen, burning, would not cease to 
be hydrogen. It would precipitate it- 
self when recombined with oxygen and 
become water again without man’s as- 
sistance.—Brooklyn Eagle.
